. On February 2, 2015, Bracken District requested in writing that the Commission
initiate an investigation of the proposed wholesale rate increase. Bracken District further
requested that, if the Commission initiated an investigation, it direct the use of electronic filing
procedures for such proceeding.

3. On February 10, 2015, the Commission entered an Order in which it established
this proceeding to investigate the proposed rate adjustment.

6. Use of electronic procedures in this proceeding is a logical extension of the
Commission’s current practices. It will not place an undue burden on the parties, will likely
reduce the expense of participating in this proceeding, and will ensure more prompt and effective
delivery and exchange of papers between the parties and the Commission.
